NTIL a few months ago, there was not 
[Jan experienced statesman or politician 

or business man or financier in Europe, 
and for that matter not an impartial ob- 
server of any kind, who did not believe that 
war, a big general war, was both inevitable 
and imminent. 

With comparative suddenness, however, 
this ominous picture has grown less dark. 
Not long ago, a distinguished foreign visitor 
to this country put the matter succinctly. 

“Last August,” he declared, “I should have 
said that the chances for war, at any time, 
but always soon, were 90 against 10. To- 
day, I reckon that the chances for war are 
40, the chances against it 60. Those odds 
are hazardous enough, I must admit, but 
they indicate a startling improvement over 
the earlier figure.” 

It may well be argued that the speaker 
was over-optimistic. However, analysis of 
four points will show that the hope of vic- 
tory for the aggressive nations—Germany, 
Italy and Japan—has been so badly dashed 
in the past six months that they are much 
less eager than before to risk a conflict. 

Lessons of Spanish War.—The Spanish 
civil war arose from the rebellion of a mili- 
tarist clique which has received support 
from Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy. If 
the rebellion were successful, it would give 
Germany and Italy the iron and copper 
which they lack, as well as a market for 
their manufactured goods. For Germany, 
it would mean a dagger aimed at France's 
back, and for Italy, a redoubled threat to 
Britain’s Mediterranean communications. 

Furthermore, the game looked easy; it 
was not a civil war the rebels were plan- 
ning, but a “putsch,” or coup de main, to 
make a quick turn from a democratic to a 
Fascist government. But a civil war it be- 
came. Instead of rapid victory for the reb- 
els, there has been almost a year of inde- 
cisive fighting, in which Germany and 
Italy became far more deeply engaged than 
either ever contemplated last July. 

This time factor is of cardinal impor- 
tance, and there are two other factors which 
matter no little—first, the heavy expenditure 
and difficulties which the war has involved 
for Germany and Italy; second, the excel- 
lence of the Soviet war machine. 

From the Italo-German point of view, this 
time. was wasted, and their other plans suf- 
fered accordingly, Meanwhile, the rearma- 
ment of England and France was proceed- 
ing apace; for these two countries, the pacif- 
ist Powers, those months were a great and 
positive gain. 

During that period Germany spent 100,000,- 
000 reichsmarks ($40,000,000) on the Span- 
ish venture and Italy an equivalent sum. 
Next, the battle of Guadalajara in March and 
the bombing of Guernica in April rekindled 
popular sentiment, especially in England 
and America, against Italy and Germany. 
No advantage, this, to Hitler, who has al- 
ways maintained that the friendship, or at 
least tolerance, of Britain was a necessary 
condition for advancement of his plans. 

Attitude of German Staff.—Paradoxical as 
it may sound, the German General Staff is 
today the strongest single factor against a 
general war. From the outset. the staff 
looked askance at the Nazi game in Spain, 

No attentive reader of “Mcin Kampf” can 
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doubt the lines along which Hitler proposed 
to work, or said he would work, and has 
been working. His first task was to re- 
store the shattered self-respect of the Ger- 
man people and to give Germany a strong 
army. This was done. Next, he intimated, 
would come the question of expansion. Hit- 
ler’s reference to the Ukraine in his speech 
at Nuremberg last autumn showed that he 
regarded expansion eastward as Germany's 
goal. 

With that in view, it was necessary, first, 
to secure Germany’s rear against France, 
which was the reason for the occupation 
of the Rhineland in March, 1936. The sec- 
ond step would be the subjection of Czech- 
oslovakia, with the help and complicity of 
Poland and Hungary. Thus Germany would 
not only acquire hegemony in Southeastern 
Europe but would have a jumping-off place 
to attack the Ukraine without a hostile Pow- 
er, the Czechs, on flank or rear. 

The Spanish adventure wrought a griev- 
ous change from the German point of view. 
Until the Spanish affair was settled, noth- 
ing serious could be done about Czechoslo- 
vakia; the German General Staff knew that 
beyond a doubt, Moreover, the Spanish ad- 
venture had stirred up France and Russia 
and alienated British opinion to an alarming 
degree. Finally, the staff had every reason 
to know that the lesson of Guadalajara had 
been studied in Japan and that the prospects 
of Germany's being able to count upon 
Japan as an ally against Russia were poorer 
than before. 

In face of these facts, the caution of the 
German General Staff has tripled and quad- 
rupled, which is why I say that today it is 
one of the principal obstacles to war in 
Europe. 

Kussia as a Power.—The Red army teday 
is the largest fighting force in Europe, with 
a peacetime establishment of approximately 
1,750,000 soldiers under arms. It is highly 
mechanized and its equipment is more mod- 
ern than that of any European army, save 
perhaps Germany’s, The quality of Soviet 
airplanes and pilots has been amply dem- 
onstrated in Spain, and although no exact 
figures are available, it is estimated that 
the Red army has from 2500 to 3000 first- 
line planes. 

The Soviet war factories have now been 
geared to a satisfactory rate of production, 
and their standard of labor discipline is 
much higher than that of civil plants, but 
Russia is still hampered by difficulties of 
transportation. 

The Japanese are aware of the extent and 
vigor of Soviet preparations, and it is safe 
to say that, except for a few of the most 
reckless militarists, there is little desire in 
Japan to risk war with Russia, even should 
the latter be attacked by Germany in the 
West. 

In the West, the German high command is 
in no mood for big-scale military adventure; 
in the East it would be suicide for Japan, 

British and French Arms.—The gigantic 
scale of British rearmament has been so 
widely publicized as to need no further em- 
phasis. Less generally known is the speed 
at which it is proceeding. The general 
staffs of Italy and Germany are well aware 
that the British fleet has already been re-
